Washington, Jan. 2G,—The battleship 
Maine is in Havana harbor. The tor­ 
pedo boat Dupont, which left Key West 
at G o’clock Monday evening with the 
sailing orders, hailed the Maine at 
Dry Tortnpas, and delivered the orders 
for the battleship to proceed to Havana 
at once. ^ telegram from Consul Gen­ 
eral Leo said that the Maine had been 
received with every courtesy. 
The 
commanders of the German and Span­ 
ish ships of war in the harbor called 
upon the commander of the Maine, who 
returned their calls, the Spanish forts 
ilred salutes and all the cer monies 
called for by naval etiquette were ob­ 
served. In addition, the consul gen­ 
eral stated that everythin# wa3 tran­ 
quil in Havana. 
He also denied a 
statement 
published 
in 
the United 
States that there had been a misun­ 
derstanding 
between 
him 
and 
Dr. 
Congosto, the secretary of

Blanco. 


Shortly after the arrival of the Maine 
at Havana Lieutenant Medrano, repre­ 
senting the captain of the port, and 
Vice Admiral Jose Pastor visited the 
United States battleship and extended 
the customary courtesies. 


At ti o’clock last evening Captain 
Sigsbee called upon Rear Admiral Vi­ 
cente Manterola at the admiralty of­ 
fice, and upon Vice Admiral Pa3tor, 
after which lie had a prolonged con­ 
ference with Consul General Lee. 
The 
consul general returned Captain Sigs- 
bee’s visit this afternoon. 
The consul 
general is arranging for a visit by Cap­ 
tain Sigsbee to Acting Captain General 
Parrado. 


The officers and sailors of the Maine 
will not go ashore at present, in order 
to avoid possible friction, 
and 
the 
United States squadron will remain at 
Dry Tortu&as or in the vicinity. 


The arrival of the warship caused 
much surprise and excited considerable 
curiosity. 
Last night all the wharves 
were crowded with people anxious to 
get a glimpse of the American warship 
by night. The Maine played her search­ 
light on the arsenal and the fortifica­ 
tions. 


When it was first announced in this 
city that the Maine had been ordered 
to Havana there was considerable ex­ 
citement, but this was quickly allayed 
by the official statement that the move­ 
ment had not the slightest significance, 
further than to emphasize our friendly 
relation with Spain, it being* customary 
for war vessels to pass in and out of 
the harbors of friendly nations. 


MADRID PAPERS DISPLEASED. 
Talk of Instructi/Jir Spnutali Warships 
to V isit American Ports. 


Madrid, Jan. 20.—The newspapers of 
this city generally comment upon Sec­ 
retary Long's explanation of the visit 
of the United States battleship Maine 
to Havana, and agree in expressing 
the opinion that her visit is “inoppor­ 
tune and calculated to encourage the 
insurgents.0 
It is announced that, 
“following Washington's example,“ the 
Spanish 
government 
will 
“instruct 
Spanish warships to visit a few Ameri­ 
can ports.“ 


The Epoca asks if the dispatch of the 
Maine to Havana is “intended as a sop 
to the jingos,“ and adds; “We cannot 
suppose the American government so 
naive or badly informed as to imagine 
that the presence of American war ves­ 
sels at Havana will be a cause of sat­ 
isfaction to Spain or an indication of 
friendship.“ 


The Imparcial expresses fear that 
the dispatch of the United States bat­ 
tleship Maine to Havana will provoke 
a Confiict, and adds: “Europe con.not 
doubt 
America’s 
attitude 
towards 
Spain, but the Spanish people, if neces­ 
sary, will do their duty with honor.“ 
Admiral Chacon, the admiral of the 
fleet, arrived here yesterday and had a 
long conference with Admiral Barmejo, 
the minister of marine. The next cab­ 
inet council will decide which Ameri­ 
can ports the Spanish men-of-war are 
to visit. 


In official circles the tendency is to 
accept the argument that the United 
States is friendly, and that it is need­ 
less to attach importance to the visit 
of an American vessel to Havana.

THE W0RK_0P CONGRESS. 


Speaker Reed nud Ijendcr Bailey on 
a Q uestion o f Veracity. 


Wednesday of last week the house was 
enlivened by a .further debate on Cuba, 
resulting from an unsuccessful effort to 
direct the foreign affairs committee to 
report the Cuban resolution adopted by 
the senate last session. Mr. Hitt, chair­ 
man of the com mitt« , made an impas­ 
sioned appeal against action at this 
time, declaring that the Cuban insur­ 
gents urged recognition only witlva de­ 
sire to plunge this country into war with 
Spain. He asserted that the president’s 
sympathies were strongly with the in­ 
surgents. The senate diseussd a resolu­ 
tion of Senator Hoar regarding the re­ 
duction in the number of letter carriers 
in the large cities. Senator Morgan con­ 
tinued his Hawaiian speech in execu­ 
tive session. 


On Thursday last there was quite a 
spirited 
controvery between Speaker 
Reed and Mr. Bailey, leader of the 
Democrats in the house, on a question 
o f veraetiy. Mr. Bailey openly declared 
that he had an understanding with the 
speaker that a vote should be taken on 
a motion to recommit the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill. 
Mr. 
Reed positively declared that he had 
mad© no such agreement, though Mr. 
Bailey reiterated it, and the contro­ 
versy created a sensation. The senate 
took up the Teller resolution author­ 
izing the payment o f government b o n d 3 
in silver. 


On Friday an. agreement was reached 
in the senate providing for a final vote 
on the Teller bond resolution 
next 
Thursday. In the house the urgent de­ 
ficiency bill was sent to conference. 


On Saturdav in the house the con­ 
troversy between Speaker Reed and 
Democratic Leader Bailey was renewed, 
each reiterating his previous statement. 
The statements and counter statements 
were enthusiastically cheered by the re­ 
spective sides. 
In the senate amend­ 
ments to the Teller bond resolution were 
offered, one declaring it to be the duty 
of government to maintain the parity 
of gold and silver and the other de­ 
claring for a gold standard until an in­ 
ternational agreement can be secured. 


Monday of this week in the senate 
gave Senator Morgan another oppor­ 
tunity to review the question of Ha­ 
waiian annexation. Despite a published 
denial of ex-Presldent Cleveland, the 
senator made a long argument in sup­ 
port of his previous declarations that 
the then president favored annexation. 
Mr. Turpie made a speech in support 
of Teller’s resolution authorizing pay­ 
ment of bonds in silver. The house de­ 
voted most of the day to the Indian 
appropriation bill. 


In the senate Tuesday there was a 
heated discussion on Teller’s resolution 
authorizing 
payment of government 
bonds in silver, but no business of im­ 
portance was transacted. 
The house 
indulged in political speeches under the 
parliamentary fiction of discussing the 
Indian appropriation bill. A motion 
strike out the Carlisle Indian school ap­ 
propriation did not reach a vote.

There are a great many -ways of 


catching fish, but it is to the Chinese, 
says the Philadelphia Inquirer, that 
we must give the credit for tha most 
peculiar scheme ever devised. Ou. 
most of the rivers there is a great 
deal of fishing with live birds. That 
is, the birds do the fishing and the 
owners of the birds reap the harvest. 
At most of the smaller sea coast towns 
also the fishing is carried on by these 
birds, which are called cormorants. 
While the seas about and abound China 
are supposed lo teem with iish, such 
is not the case. 
China is more than 


ovei crowded, and the natives are very 
fond offish, dried or otherwise. Nat- 
urally, the Iish are becoming scarcer 
every year, and as a last resort the 
Chinaman has cutely taken the cor- 
morant into his confidence and em- 
ploy. While this mode of catching 
fish is not new to the Chinese, it is to 
Americans. 
As 
a matter of fact, 


the Chinese have fished -n ith these 
birds ever since anyone has known, 
anything about China. 


The Chinese government taxes fish- 


ermen who use more than ten birds, 
but in spite of that the average owned 
by each fisherman runs up to twenty, 
and statistics gathered by the govern- 
ment, and which have recently been 
made public, show that there are now 
no less than 42,000 men using them. 
The cormorant is very much like the 
American fish hawk, and on an aver- 
age measures about five feet from tip 
to tip of the Avings, although the bird 
only weighs about seven or eight 
pounds. The birds are very carefully 
trained, being bred in captivity for 
the purpose of becoming fishers, and 
tvhen about half grown are taken in 
the boats on fishing expeditions and 
allowed to watch the performances of 
the other birds for several weeks. 
When first permitted to dive, they are 
secured by a light, strong cord fast- 
ened round the ankle to prevent es- 
cape, and a wooden ring is tied round 
the neck to keep the greedy and hun- 
gry youngster from swallowing the fi.-h 
he has caught. Both strii% and riuc; 
soon become tinnecessary, however, fu 
1 


;he bird quickly learns that it must not 
aat, and that it must return to tiio 
boat, and when these ideas are clearly 
.mpressed on the corniorantine brain, 
the Chinaman's assistant becomes ex- 
tremely valuable. 
The bird is an ex- 


pert diver, can remain under water 
several inimites at a time, and, being 
as quick as a fish in its movements, 
It seldom fails of success when dis- 
patched on its errand.

tho Services of Thia IJird —H ow C orm or­ 
ants Are T aught, ami How T hey W o rk 
for Tlicir Ow ners — T h ey Seldom F ail. 
There are a great many ways of 
catching fish, but it is to tho Chinese, 
says tho Philadelphia Inquirer, that 
we must give the credit for the most 
peculiar scheme ever devised, 
On 
most of the rivers there is a great 
deal of fishing with live birds. 
That 
is, the birds do the fishing and tho 
owners of the birds reap the harvest. 
At most of the smaller sea coast towns 
also the fishing is carried on by these 
birds, which are called cormorauts. 
While the seas about and abound China 
are supposed lo teem with fish, such 
is not the case, 
China is more than 
overcrowded, and the natives are very 
fond of fish, dried or otherwise. Nat­ 
urally, the fish are becoming scarcer 
every year, and as a last resort the 
Chinaman has cutely taken the cor­ 
morant into his confidence and em­ 
ploy. 
While this mode of catching 
fish is not new to the Chinese, it is to 
Americans. 
As 
a 
matter of fact, 
the Chinese have fished with these 
birds ever since anyone has known 
anything about China. 


The Chinese government taxes fish­ 
ermen who use more than ten birds, 
but in sj^ite of that the average owned 
by each fisherman runs up to twenty, 
and statistics gathered by the govern­ 
ment, and which have recently been 
made public, show that there are now 
no less than 42,000 men using them. 
The cormorant is very much like the 
American fish hawk, and on an aver­ 
age measures about five feet from tip 
to tip of the wings, although the bird 
only weighs about seven or eight 
pounds. The birds are very carefully 
trained, being bred in captivity for 
the purpose of becoming fishers, and 
when about half grown are taken in 
the boats on fishing expeditions and 
allowed to watch the performances of 
the other birds for several weeks. 
When first permitted to dive, they are 
secured by a light, strong cord fast­ 
ened round the ankle to prevent es­ 
cape, and a wooden ring is tied round 
the neck to keep the greedy and hun­ 
gry youngster from swallowing the fi>h 
he has caught.

3oon become unnecessary, however, for 
:he bird quickly learns that it must not 
3at, and that it must return to the 
‘ooat, and when these ideas are clearly 
.mjsressed on the cormorantine brain, 
the Chinaman’s assistant becomes ex­ 
tremely valuable. 
The bird is an ex­ 
pert diver, can remain under water 
Beveral minutes at a time, and, being 
as quick as a fish in its movements, 
it seldom fails of success when dis­ 
patched on its errand. 


The fishers sit on a small perch 
provided for them in the boat. 
On 
beginning business for the day, the 
fisherman kneels to the idol in the 
bow of his boat, lights a joss stick, 
picks up the first bird, and, with a * 
prayer for its success, places it in the 
water. It instantly dives out of sight, 
Hid the Celestial lights his pipe and 
waits for its reappearance. 
A mo­ 
ment or twro later it comes to the sur­ 
face of the water, a hundred yards 
distant, with a fish in its bill, looks 
round for the boat, toward which it 
swims with its booty. 
It is received 
on board, the fish placed in a barrel 
of water, the bird is petted, rewarded 
with a small piece of fish, and No. 2 
is dispatched. 
Thus the fishing goes 
on all day, the birds eagerly antici­ 
pating their turn for business and, 
apparently taking great interest in 
the sport. 
If a bird fails to procure a 
fish his master shouts at him a volley 
of Chinese oaths aud signals for him 
to dive again, and if after a second 
effort the bird is still unsuccessful, he 
is angrily pulled into the boat, round­ 
ly cuffed for his failure, and thrown 
down in the bottom of the craft in dis­ 
grace. 
However, tjie birds are sel­ 
dom unsuccessful, and, after a day’s 
2atch has been made, the cormorants 
are permitted to lish for themselves. 
They are not, however, allowed to eat 
in their own way what they catch ; 
to do so would undo the careful work 
of training. 
The fish are taken from 
them, laid on a board and chopped to 
pieces, 
while the eager, 
feathered 
gluttons watch the operation with 
glittering eyes. 
The board is passed 
along in front of the perch, while tho 
fishers help themselves, each gobbling 
what he can capture. 


Coins in »Statuary H a ll. 


When the pedestal of the statue of 
Blair, which Missouri has presented 
to Statuary hall, was standing in that 
hall the other day awaiting its bronze 
figure, some one noticed that in tho 
centre of the stone block was a small 
square hole. The Missouri delegation

CLEANING POSTALS. 


Process to KCIUOTC Printing from Un« 


canceled Curdn. 


An advertisement has appeared In 


«ome of the dally papers, In which a 
cash payment has been offered for un- 
canceled printed postal cards. 
This 


' was all that VUIK stated, and as It seem- 
ed to be out of the general run of ad- 
vertisements, a call was made on the 
Advertiser to find out the object of this 
offer. 


It seems that many business houses 


have occasion to have a large number 
of postal cards printed, to advertise 
some Bpecial line of goods or for the 
use of «ome traveling man. For some 
reason or other the conditions may 
change, so that perhaps only half of the 
cards are used. Being printed, they 
cannot be used In any otiier way, and 
the result is that in nine cases out of 
ten they are consigned to the waste 
basket, as the Government does not re- 
deem uncanceled postal cards as it does 
stamped envelopes. 


A process has been discovered by 


which all of the printed matter may be 
removed from the card, leaving it In 
the same condition as when bought at 
the postoffice. A charge of % cent per 
card is made for this work, or in other 
words, a man sends 500 cards to be 
"made over." The man who does the 
•work charges $2.50 for his services, 
and the customer saves $2.50, as the 
printed cards were of no use to him. 


The process by which this work is ac- 


complished is not patented, as the in- 
ventor is fearful that after the ingre-

The first public test of the submarine 
boat built after the plans of Edward 
Lake of Baltimore, and especially de- 
signed to explore the bottoms of water- 
areas in search of sunken treasure, 
was given recently, aud it proved suc- 
cessful. 
The place chosen for the ex- 


periment in Baltimore is known as 
Spring Garden. The course taken by 
the craft covered about a mile and a 
half. 
The M ater varied in depth from 


six to thirty feet. 
Under all condi- 


tions, whether completely submerged 
•u ith the deck awash, running over 
hard bottom or 
plowing through 


deep mud, says the New York Trib- 
une, the vessel behaved to the entire 
satisfaction of the designer. 


The boat, which has been named 


the Argonaut, has a round hull and is 
pointed at both ends. 
The sides aie 


pierced by circular lights. At the rear 
a propeller as attached, and at the 
nose is a powerful reflector. The hull 
rests on a carriage provided ^ith spur 
wheels which enable it to mo^e along 
the bottom. The upper part is a plat- 
form broken by a circular conning 
tower, with an opening for a tele- 
scope smokestack. 


The motive power is gasoline for 


sailing on the water, and compressed 
air when the \ essel is submerged. 
There are four ways of maintaining 
the air supply. During surface steam- 
ing it is admitted through a door; 
down to a depth of fifty feet one of 
two hollov," masts serves as an injec- 
tion tube, and the other its an escape 
pipe ; then rubber hose is employed 
until a depth of 100 feet is reached ; 
below this distance all apertures are 
closed and compressed air is relied 
upon. This will suable the vessel to 
remain tinder water for a whole u ay. 
with air coming through the mast or 
hose. 
A sojourn of three days on the 


bottom is deemed practicable. 


When everything A\ as in readiness 


and the more veutiiresome visitors 
had allowed themselves to be shut up 
in the iuc-Iosure, the Argonaut was 
first propelled on the surface in vari- 
ous directions, and then was put 
through her paces with her conning 
tower just out of the water.

bottom forward and backward. The 
niud appeared to ofi'eiyio impediment. 
Only when the wheels struck hard 
ground did the men inside feel any 
marked vibration.

came to a stop. A door was opened 
on the side, and through it a diver, 
clad in the ordinary diving dress, 
passed, rising to the surface. He re-

Where the Oldest People Are—An Ancient 


Woman. 


A German statistician who has made 


/ongevity statistics the special subject 
of careful researches recently pub- 
lished the result of his investigations 
in an interesting article, says the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune. 
On ac- 


count of the difficulty of obtaining full 
data in regard to the conditions sur- 
rounding each case of longevity on re- 
cord the deductions as to the causes 
favorable or unfavorable to longevity 
are hypothetical. 
The figures ob- 


tained by the statistician seem to indi- 
| cate, however, that climate and the 
degree of civilization are among the 
most important factors influencing 
longevity. 
More people of over 100 


years are found in the mild zone of 
southern Europe than in the higher 
latitudes, with their long and severe 
•winters. 
In countries with a highly 


developed civilization comparatively 
fewer cases of longevity are found than 
in more primitive countries. 
The 


statistics also show thatinagrirnltnra! 
countries the percentage of ]>eop!e 
over 100 years old is greater than in 
countries principally devoted to in- 
dustries. 


According to the last censns 1he 


German empire has a population of 
about 50,000,000. 
Among them there 


are only 78 who have parsed the 
hundredth year. 
France, with a jwpii- 


lation of barely $40,000.000, can boast 
of 213 persons who have celebrxtod 
their centennial in good health. 
The 


figures in regard to Great Britain are 
very interesting and significant. Of 
persons who have parsed the century 
mark there are in England 146, in Ire- 
land .~>7£, and in Scotland only 46. 
Another peculiar fa<-t is the unequal 
distribution of long'^ity in the Scan- 


dinavian peniiiMiln. 
Sweden has only 


10 centenarian*, while rugged Norway, 
with a population of only about 10,- 
00(1,000, cuu l^ast of 1M" people who 
have lived over live score of yearn. 
There are live centenarians in the in- 
dustrial beehive of Belgium, only two 
in seagirt Denmark, and not a single 
one in tSwitxerlaud, with its snow-clad 
mountains. 


Figures from Eussia, Austria and 


Italy could not be obtained. 
For 


ItuKsia no census has ever been taken, 
and data as to the age of individuals 
are unreliable in that country, unless 
they are 
based 
upon official re- 


searches. 


The most astonishing figures are 


furnished by the south of Europe. 
Spain, with a population of about '20,- 
250,000, has no less than 575 people 
who have passed the century mark. 
Roumaiiia, with a population of 5,800,, 
000, 1084, and Bulgaria, with a popu- 
lation of 3,300,000, even 3883. In one 
year, 1892, there were 3-30 persons of 
more than 100 years included in the 
mortality report of Bulgaria. 
In the 


minute kingdom of Servia there were, 
according to the census of 1892, 200 
pei sous between 100 and 115 yeai-s of 
age; 153 between 115 aud 125 years; 
18 between 125 and 135, and three be- 
tween 125 and 1-±0. 


The question, who is the oldest per- 


son in the world? has often been 
asked, and every HOW and then some 
claim in that respect is set up in favor 
of some individual of uncertain age. 
A few years ago a report went through 
the continental press of Europe saying 
that a man had been found who had 
reached the ripe old age of 160 years. 
However, no proofs were given for 
that assertion. 
According to the re- 


searches of the German statistician, 
the oldest person in the world whose 
nge has been proved beyond a doubt, 
is Bmny Cotrim, a negro who was I 
bora in Africa 150 yeais ago and now I 
lives in Eio cle Janeiro. 
Next comes 


a coachman in Moscow, with 140 years 
to his authentically established record. 


The oldest woman in the world is 


130 years old, but does not want to 
have her name mentioned, because 
she 
thinks there are many older 


women in this world who might feel 
oftended if the palui were awarded to 
her.

All advertisement has appeared in 
tome of the daily papers, in which a 
cash payment has been offered for un* 
canceled printed postal cards. 
Thia 
* was all that was stated, and as it seem­ 
ed to be out of the general run of ad­ 
vertisements, a call was made on the 
advertiser to find out the object of this 
offer. 


It seems that many business houses 
have occasion to have a large number 
of postal cards printed, to advertise 
»orne special line of goods or for the 
use of jBorae traveling man. 
For some 
reason or other the conditions 
may 
change, so that perhaps only half of the 
cards are used. 
Being printed, they 
cannot be used in any other way, and 
the result is that in nine cases out of 
ten they are consigned to the waste 
basket, as the Government does not re­ 
deem uncancelcd postal cards as it docs 
stamped envelopes. 


A process has been discovered 
by 
which all of the printed matter may be 
removed from the card, leaving it in 
the same condition as when bought at 
the postoffice. 
A charge of % cent per 
card is made for this work, or in other 
words, a man sends 500 cards to be 
“made over.” 
The man who does the

and the customer saves $2.50, as the 
printed cards were of no use to him.

periment in Baltimore is known as 
Spring Garden. 
The course taken by 
the craft covered about a mile and a 
half. 
The water varied in depth from 
six to thirty feet. 
Under all condi­ 
tions, whether completely submerged 
■with the deck awash, running over 
hard bottom 
or 
plowing through 
deep mud, says the New York Trib­ 
une. the vessel behaved to the entire 
satisfaction of the designer. 


The boat, which has been named 
the Argonaut, has a round hull and is 
pointed at both ends. 
The sides are 
pierced by circular lights. At the rear 
a propeller is attached, and at the 
nose is a powerful reflector. The hull 
rests on a carriage provided with spur 
wheels which enable it to move along 
the bottom. 
The upper part is a plat­ 
form broken by a circular conning 
tower, with ail opening for a tele­ 
scope smokestack. 


The motive power is gasoline for 
sailing 011 the water, and compressed 
air when the vessel is submerged. 
There are four ways of maintaining 
the air supply. During surface steam­ 
ing it is admitted through a door; 
down to a depth of fifty feet one of 
two hollow masts serves as an injec­ 
tion tube, and the other as an escape 
pipe ; then rubber hose is employed 
until a depth of 100 feet is reached ; 
below this distance all apertures are 
closed and compressed air is relied 
upon. 
This will suable the vessel to 
remain under water for a whole dav. 
with air coming through tho mast 01* 
hose. 
A sojourn of three days on the 
bottom is deemed practicable. 


When everything was in readiness 
and the more venturesome visitors 
had allowed themselves to be shut up 
in the inclosure, the Argonaut was 
first propelled on the surface in vari­ 
ous directions, and then was put 
through her paces with her conning 
tower just out of the water. Next she 
.wa3 sunk to the bottom and again 
brought to the surface. 
Then she 
submerged and propelled over the 
bottom forward and backward. 
The 
mud appeared to offer^np impediment. 
Only when the wheels struck hard 
ground did the men inside feel any 
marked vibration. 


While on the bottom tho vessel 
came to a stop. 
A door was opened 
011 the side, and through it a diver, 
clad in the ordinary diving dress, 
passed, rising to the surface. 
He re­ 
mained iu the water some time, and 
then boarded the Argonaut in tlio way 
he had left it. 
During all this time 
tho door of exit stood open, the pres­ 
sure of the atmosjihere inside being 
sufficient to keep 
out the water. 
Luncheon was served on board. 


The Argonaut seemed at all times 
to be under perfect control, and she 
completed her trip without the slight­ 
est mishap. 
She is only a model, but 
was built 
large enough to demon­ 
strate the success of the inventor’s 
idea. 
In very deep water a storage 
battery will be depended on for power 
and light.

CAUSES OF LONGEVITY. 


W liere th e Oldest People A re—An Ancient 


Woman« 


A German statistician who has made 
/ongevity statistics the special subject 
of careful researches recently pub­ 
lished the result of his investigations 
in an interesting article, says the Cin­ 
cinnati Commercial Tribune. 
On ac­ 
count of the difficulty of obtaining full 
data in regard to the conditions sur­ 
rounding each case of longevity on re­ 
cord the deductions as to the causes 
favorable or unfavorable to longevity 
are hypothetical. 
The figures ob­ 
tained by the statistician seem to indi­ 
cate, however, that climate and the 
degree of civilization are among the 
most important factors 
influencing 
longevity. 
More people of over 100 
years are found in the mild zone of 
southern Europe than in the higher 
latitudes, with their long and severe 
winters. 
In countries with a highly 
developed civilization comparatively 
fewer cases of longevity are found than 
in more primitive countries. 
The 
statistics also show that in agricultural 
countries the percentage of people 
over 100 years old is greater than in 
countries principally devoted to in­ 
dustries. 


According to the last census the 
German empire has a poimlation of 
about 50,000,000. 
Among them there 
are only 78 who have passed the 
hundredth year, 
France, with a popu­ 
lation of barely $40,000,000, ean boast 
of 213 persons who have celebrated 
their centennial in good health. 
The 
figures in regard to Great Britain are 
very interesting and significant. 
Of 
persons who have passed the century 
mark there are in England 146, in Ire­ 
land 578, and in# Scotland only 46. 
Another peculiar *fact is the unequal 
distribution of longevity in the Scan­ 


dinavian peninsula. 
Sweden has only 
10 centenarian«, while rugged Norway, 
with a population of only about 10,- 
000,000, can boast of 23 people who 
have lived over five score of years. 
There are five centenarians in the in­ 
dustrial beehive of Belgium, only two 
in seagirt Denmark, and not a single 
one in Switzerland, with its snow-clad 
mountains. 


Figures from Russia, Austria and 
Italy could not be obtained. 
For 
Russia no census has ever been taken, 
and data as to the age of individuals 
are unreliable in that country, unless 
they are 
based 
upon official re­ 
searches. 


The most astonishing figures aro 
furnished by the south of Europe. 
Spain, with a population of about 20,- 
250,000, has no less than 575 people 
who have passed the century mark, 
Roumania, with a population of 5,800,, 
000, 1084, and Bulgaria, with a popu­ 
lation of 3,300,000, even 3883. 
In one 
year, 1892, there were 350 persons of 
more tliau 100 years included in the 
mortality report of Bulgaria. 
In the 
minute kingdom of Servia there were, 
according to the census of 1892, 200 
persons between 100 and 115 years of 
age; 153 between 115 and 125 years; 
18 between 125 and 135, and three be­ 
tween 125 and 140. 


The question, who is the oldest per­ 
son in the world? has often been 
asked, and every now and then some 
claim in that respect is set up in favor 
of some individual of uncertain age. 
A few years ago a report went through 
the continental press of Europe saying 
that a man had been found who had

Q)on't Try to Cheat Uncle Sam . 


A young man in Scotland, Franklin 
County, is in trouble for misuse of the 
mails. 
Recently he saw an advertise­ 
ment of an article in a Baltimore news­ 
paper and ordered it. 
When it came 
it was not what he expected and he re­ 
turned it by mail as second class mat­ 
ter, enclosing in the package a letter, 
sending first class mail in a second class 
package and paying the lower postage. 
The Baltimore postoffice opened the 
package, saw the violation of the law 
and sent the matter to headquarters. 
An inspector was sent to Scotland and 
the young man was arrested. 
He ac­ 
knowledged the tault and was fined $10 
for the offense. 


He was also charged with the more 
serious offense of sending obscene mat­ 
ter through the mails, the letter being 
alleged to be obscene, and was held un­ 
der $500 bail for trial at the United 
Stales court.

and it were well for all our readers to 
beed it.

Constables M ust Levy. 


A case of general interest to consta­ 
bles has been finally disposed of by the 
Superior Court, that of George Yeisley, 
a Lancaster constable.

belonged to the defendant in execution 
or not. 
There were goods there, but 
he returned the writ endorsed, “ No 
goods found subject to levy.*' 
This did

"In an address made at the annual 


meeting of the Victoria Institute, in 
London," says the Engineering and 
Mining Journal, "Lord Kelvin esti- 
mated the age of the earth, since it 
was sufficiently cooled to become the 
abode of plants and animals, to be 
about 20,000,000 years, within limits 
jf error perhaps ranging between 15,- 
000,000 and 30,000,000 years. 
This 


estimate, nearly agreeing with another 
by Clarence King from similar physi- 
cal data, has generally been regarded 
by geologists, says Warren Upliam, in 
the American Geologist for October, 
1897, as too short for the process of 
sedimentation and erosion, and for the 
evolution of floras and faunas, of which 
the earth's strata bear record. 
More 


probably, as ratios and computations 
by Dana, Wolcott and other geologists 
somewhat harmoniously indicate, the 
duration of time since the beginning 
of life on the earth has been some 
three to five times longer than Kelvin's 
estimate, or from 60,000,000 to 100,- 
900,000 years. The larger figures im- 
ply for the dawn of life, to the devel- 
opment of the Cambrian and Silurian 
faunas, probably 50,000.000 years; 
thence to the end of Palezoic 'time, 
perhaps 
30,000,000 
years; onward 


through Mesozoie time, about 15,000,- 
900 years; and, through the Tertiary 
era, about 5,000,000. 
The compara- 


tively very short Quarterrary era,hav- 
ing, in its organic evolution, as shown 
by the marine mollusca, no higher 
ratio to Tertiary time than 1.50, may, 
therefore, have occupied only about 
100,000 years."

STATURE DENOTES CAPACITY. 


C om m ingling S trains H a v e W o rk e d No 


D e t e r i o r a t i o n . 


In a paper read by Major Henry S. 
Kilbourne, surgeon, 
United States 
army, before the Association of Mili­ 
tary Surgeons of the United States, he 
advocated the theory that the physical 
power of a race or people, and conse­ 
quently their capacity for work, is 
measured by their average stature. 
For every inch of height between five 
and six feet the extreme breathing ca­ 
pacity is increased eight cubic inches; 
tho vital capacity being at its maxi­ 
mum at thirty-five years. 
A table of 
measurements of 190,021 native white 
Americans, accepted for the military 
service of the United States, show's 
that the number of men below sixty- 
three inches in height is but littio 
greater than that of the class above 
seventy-three inches. 
The most num­ 
erous class is included between sixty- 
seven aud sixty-nine inches, and this 
standard class would have a greater 
chest girth than the average. 


The mean height of 125 United 
States naval cadets above the age of 
twenty-three years was 67.80 inches. 
As these men are drawn from all parts 
and classes of the United States, they 
represent very nearly the typical phys­ 
ical development of the American peo­ 
ple of twenty-five years of age. 


Major Kilbourne concludes that the 
commingling strains of Celtic, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
our people have thus far worked no 
deterioration of physical quality.

“In an address made at the annual 
meeting of the Victoria Institute, in 
London,” says the Engineering and 
Mining Journal, “Lord Kelvin esti­ 
mated the age of the earth, since it 
was sufficiently cooled to become the 
abode of plauts and animals, to be 
about 20,000,000 years, within limits 
jf error perhaps ranging between 15,- 
000,000 and 30,000,000 years. 
This 
estimate, nearly agreeing with another 
by Clarence King from similar physi­ 
cal data, has generally been regarded 
by geologists, saj'S Warren Upham, in 
the American Geologist for October, 
L897, as too short for the process of 
sedimentation and erosion, and for the 
evolution of floras and faunas, of which 
the earth’s strata bear record. 
More 
probably, as ratios and computations 
by Dana, Wolcott and other geologists 
somewhat harmoniously indicate, the 
duration of time since the beginning 
Df life on the earth has been some 
three to five times longer than Kelvin’s 
estimate, or from 60,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 years. 
The larger figures im­ 
ply for the dawn of life, to the devel­ 
opment of the Cambrian and Silurian 
faunas, probably 50,000,000 
years; 
thence to the end of Palezoic time, 
perhaps 
30,000,000 
years; onward 
through Mesozoic time, about 15,000,- 
000 years; and, through the Tertiary 
era, about 5,000,000. 
The compara­ 
tively very short Quarterrary era,hav-

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shores. 
Absorbed into the body of 
the people, tiiese multitudes must inev­ 
itably evolve an inferiority of type.

THEY ARE NOW USED TO DISTRIBUTE 


ALL SORTS OF COMMODITIES. 


It Is I'l'oposcil to Supply People In New 


York With CoW Air Kroiu 11 Central 
rlu:it-.TIio I'lucu Tliul Klei-trlcHy Will 
/•'ill in Homes—Uitu of G'uuiprejwd Air. 
The most recent development in 


tho direction of centralized energy is 
put forward by a great freezing and 
warehousing company in New i'ork 
City. This concern proposes, in con- 
nection Mrith its cold storage ware- 
house, to pump refrigeration to its 
pi iucipal customers in different parts 
of the city, including the groat mar- 
kets and produce houses. To the 
person unfamiliar with tho recant 
development in this liae of business it 
.would seem a difficult niattar to trans- 
mit cold over long distances in suffi- 
cient quantities to reduce the temper- 
ature of great vaults and packing 
rooms to fifteen or twenty degrees 
below zero. As a matter of fact, the 
company anticipates little difficulty in 
putting its system into operation. 


The ammonia system will be used, 


and the fluid will be forced by hy- 
draulic pumps from the condensing 
tanks through conduits to the places 
where it is to be used. These con- 
duits will be laid under ground, and 
in general will be constructed like 
ordinary water mains, except that the 
outside will bo surrounded by a cork 
jacketing, which will be coaled over 
with a tar-like preparation to prevent 
a "leakage of cold." It is intended 
at first to supply only coacerns re- 
quiring a large amount of refrigera- 
tion, but there is no reason why the 
same system should not in time be 
extended to dwellings and 
other 


buildings, so that every house may 
presently have its "zero" room. The 
transmission of cold storage has al- 
ready been tried in St. Louis between 
main and branch warehouses, so there 
seems to be no reason why the present 
more extensive undertaking should 
not succeed. 


Electricity is beginning to work a 


great change in domestic economy by 
entering the domain of the kitchen. 
The house of the future will have no 
fires in it, aud the kitchen range will 
lose its terrors. Electricity will keep 
the oven at any desired temperature; 
will broil the beefsteak and heat the 
water. 
In the laundry it will be 


hitched to the fiatirons, and will 
smooth the bosom of the Sunday 
shirt. Cooking and washing will be 
done by pressing a series of buttons, 
and the housemaid can read her novel 
undisturbed while the electric cook 
stove does its work. 


All kinds of, motor power, steam 


and compressed air arc now distrib- 
buted in pipes. Indeed, in cities like 
Nev/ York there are few factories 
•which have their own power plants, 
for it is found to be cheaper and rath- 
er more convenient to lease power of 
the various companies which rnaKe a 
business of supplying it. 
A Xew 


York company, for example, sends out 
17,000 horse power from its main sta- 
tion in the lower part of the city. 
This is distributed through iron -con- 
duits, copper-jacketed at all joints, 
•with very little loss in power or effi- 
ciency. 


It is recognized that compressed 


air is to-day the great rival of elec- 
tricity, and it is peculiarly adapted to 
transmission from a central power 
station, since it can be stored without 
loss and supplied to any point in vai'i- 
able quantities, as desired, more eas- 
ily than electricity. 


One direction in which there is 


likely to be a marked development is 
in the transmission of all kinds of ar- 
ticles through pneumatic tubes by 
compressed air. 
Mail is already sent 


between the New York postoffice and 
some of its branches. At the trial of 
the part of the postofSce system first 
installed, which took place a short 
time ago, a great variety of articles 
were sent a distance of nearly a mile 
and back, making the round trip in 
!four minutes. Among the articles 
sent through the tubes were a copy of 
the Bible, an American flag,, fruit, 
.bric-a-brac, » pair of shoes, a bottle of 
•wine aud a live kitten. 


A glance into the near future shows 


that the one tendency to which atten- 
tion has here ;been called will bring 
about some remarkable changes iu the 
appearance of our big cities. The city 
of the future will be ;much more quiet 
than the existing town, for the roar of 
pverhsad locomotives and the clatter 
of surface cars will give p3ace to the 
noiseless progress of the compressed 
air or electric motor. It trill be much 
cleaner, too. 
Horses will be banished 


from the street except where used for 
pleasure driving, and heavy trucks as 
well as cabs will be driven in the same 
way as the cars. Dust aad ashes will 
not roase the ire of every housekeeper, 
for electricity will have driven out the 
coal fire aad ashes will be taken only 
from the few power generating sta- 
tions. 


The streets will be less crowded, for 


many things now conveyed in wagons 
will be shot through pneumatic tnbes 
to all parts of the city. Life will be 
easier, for every house will have heat 
and cold, light and power, pure air and 
ordinary drinks on tap. The only dan- 
ger to civilization then will be that the 
inhabitants may get nervous prostra- 
tion from the mental effort of remem- 
bering which particular button to

Spain's mineral wealth is greater 


than that of almost any other European '• 
country; eighty per cent, of her soil is 
reckoned as productive, and her varied 
climate makes possible a great range 
of agricultural products. There has 
been no considerable war since the 
days of Napoleon to waste her re- 
sources, and her geographical position 
has so protected her that she as been 
spared the great expenditure for fleets 
and standing armies which other Na- 
tions have had to meet. But in spite 
of all this, says the Outlook, she is to- 
day stricken, bankrupt and impotent, 
with debts which she 3an never meet, 
v/.ith the highest rate of illiteracy in 
Europe excepting that of Portugal and 
the Italian islands (in 1889, ths latest 
date for which figures can be found, 
73.5 per cent, could neither read nor 
write), and without even that hope for 
the future which a normally increasing 
population would give. 


From 1860 to 1877 the annual in- 


crease of population was one-third of 
one per cent., and in the next ten years 
it was one-half of one per cent, per 
annum. The rate for England for the 
period moat nearly corresponding to 
the Jast decade was 11.65. 
Eussia 


alone, witk her vast stretches of Arc- 
tic steppes to be taken into account, 
has a lower average density of popula- 
tion than Spain. The latter has but 
eighty-eight inhabitants to the square 
mile; the average for England is 497. 
The Spanish fields to-day are vacant, 
the towns so strangely empty that they 
seem unreal.

ing piled in immense stacks on the 
grounds of the Marsden Development 
company at Kockford. 


Already, says the Chicago Becord, 


there are .several thousand tons of the 
.-.talks collected, and by the time the 
crop is all in there will be many times 
as many on hand. The past year was 
not a good one for stalk development, 
and the average crop does not exceed

realized.

by the coru pith cellulose, and. as a 
by-product, an excellent cattle food. 


Although the process of the compa- 


ny is secret aud the agents of the con- 
cern v,ill neither allow inspection of 
the plant nor indicate the methods em- 
ployed, the general idea of the opera- 
tion which converts the stiff fibre-cov- 
ered pith into merchandise is quite 
simpie. 
The stalk is ground very line 


and the resulting comminuted mixture 
of pith and iibre, the two differing 
greatly in specific gravity, if separated 
by the use of a strong air blast aud 
the action of gravity, the heavy fibre 
first falling, while the pith is carried 
on by the blast to another receptacle.

state, but which are separated in the 
great grinder.

through the use of cellulose in naval 
construction.

The immediate results of the recent 


campaign in France for a reopening 
of the trial of Captain Dreyfus, 
the 


French officer sentenced to solitary 
confinement for life for selling military 
secrets to the Germans, have been an 
aggravation in the situation of the 
prisoner of Devil's Island. 
A cable 


dispatch has reported that he is now 
chained to his bed as soon as night 
falls upon the dreaded rock oft' the 
Guiana coast. 
Moreover, the French 


government, which has already dis- 
placed two chief wardens suspected of 
intentional carelessness, has increased 
by six men the number oi the prisoner's 
guardians, and transferred him to new 
quarters, in order to make his escape 
less easy than it might have been be- 
fore. 


Dreyfus \\ as sentenced just three 
3ars ago by a court martial to life 


imprisonment in a penal colony. 
it 


seems impossible to conceive, says 
the Petit Parisien, how he could have 
endured the physical and mental suff- 
erings he has experienced. Day and 
night he is watched by two guardians, 
who are forbidden to exchange a sin- 
gle \\ ord with him. He does not see 
anybody else, with the exception of 
infrequent visits of inspection made 
by the governor, the director of the 
penal establishments of Guiana, and 
the general attorney of Cayenne, the 
capital. 


Billing the first mouths after his 


lauding on Devil's Island Dreyfus oc- 
cupied a miserable hut, completely 
isolated, but near and in view of the 
ocean. 
Afterward he was transferred 


further inside the island, and put in 
n small -H ooden building, divided into 
two parts, one tor himself and the 
other for his guards. 
He had the use 


of a small iuclosure, where he could 
take some exercise and enjoy the view 
oi' the sea. But since the recent agi- 
tation a \\ooden wall, two metres high 
has been erected all around the small 
space of ground which served for a 
promenade.

There are less than one hundred 


people iu Fenton, yet it has been an 
incorporated city for more than twenty 
years. 
And during that time it has 


grown considerably. 
When it was 


first incorporated there were less than 
forty-rive inhabitants in the place. 


It is the only city of its size, iu all 


probability, iu th-; world that is iu- 
corpoiated aud has a mayor aad a full 
quuta of city official?. 


-None of the city officials of this 


unique little place are paid salaries. 
Instead they receive certain fees for 
the 
performance of their specific 


duties. It has been a long time since 
any of them collected any money, and 
even the city marshal, who constitutes 
the entire police force of the city, has 
not ma'le a cent out of his job for 
something like three years. No ar- 
rests are made iu Fentoii, and it has 
been so long since the squire had a 
case that when the last magistrate 
died some years ago it 
Mas not 


thought worth while to elect his suc- 
cessor. 


There is no politics in Fenton—at 


least, net in so far a* municipal elec- 
tions go. Aud, for that matter, there 
have been no elections for a decade. 


There never has been a defalcation 


in Fenton. 
Fred \\~ebmeyer was de- 


railed by the b.'-ard of control to keep 
the bo'»ks <if the corj oration, and the 
j nl;'ic funds raised by taxation were 
expended by the mayor in person, by 
a:id with the consent of the board.—

THEY ARE NOW USED TO DISTRIBUTE 
ALL SORTS OF COMMODITIES. 


Kfc I* Proposed to Supply People In Noxv 
York W ith Cold Air From n Central 
i'liiiit-T h o Place T hat Electricity W ill 
P ill in H om es—Use of Compressed Air# 
The moat recent development in 
tl\o direction of centralized energy is 
put forward by a great freezing and 
warehousing couipauy in New York 
City. 
This concern proposes, in con­ 
nection with its cold storage ware­ 
house, to pump refrigeration to its 
pi incipal customers in different parts 
of the city, including the groat mar­ 
kets and produce houses. 
To the 
person unfamiliar with the recent 
development in this line of business it 
.would seem a difficult matter to trans­ 
mit cold over long distances iu suffi­ 
cient quantities to reduce the temper­ 
ature of great vaults and packing 
rooms to fifteen or twonty degrees 
below zero. 
As a matter of fact, the 
company anticipates little difficulty in 
putting its system into operation. 


The ammonia system will be used, 
and the fluid will be forced by hy­ 
draulic pumps from the condensing 
tanks through conduits to the places 
where it is to be used. 
These con­ 
duits will be laicl under ground, and 
in general will be constructed like 
ordinary water mains, except that the 
outside will bo surrounded by a cork 
jacketing, which will be coated over 
with a tar-like preparation to prevent 
a *‘leakage of cold.” 
It is intended 
at first to supply only concerns re­ 
quiring a large amount of refrigera­ 
tion, but there is no reason why the 
same system should not in time be 
extended to 
dwellings 
and 
other 
buildings, so that every house may 
presently have its “zero” room. 
The 
transmission of cold storage has al­ 
ready been tried in St. Louis between 
main and branch warehouses, so there 
seems to be no reason why the present 
more extensive undertaking should 
not succeed. 


Electricity is beginning to work a 
great chango in domestic economy by 
entering the domain of the kitchen. 
The house of the future will have no 
fires in it, and the kitchen range will 
lose its terrors. 
Electricity will keep 
the oven at any desired temperature; 
will broil the beefsteak and heat the 
water. 
In the laundry it will be 
hitched 
to the iiatirons, and will 
smooth the bosom of the Sunday 
shirt. 
Cooking and washing will be 
done by pressing a series of buttons, 
and the housemaid can read her novel 
undisturbed while the electric cook 
stove does its work. 


All kinds of motor power, steam 
and compressed air arc now d is tr i­ 
buted in pipes. Indeed, in cities like 
New York there aro few factories 
which have their own power plants, 
for it is found to be cheaper and rath­ 
er more convenient to lease power of 
the various companies which make a 
business of supplying it. 
A New 
York company, for example, sends out 
17,000 horse power from its mam sta­ 
tion in the lower part of the city. 
This is distributed through iron con­ 
duits, copper-jacketed at all joints, 
with very little loss in power or effi­ 
ciency. 


It is recognized that compressed 
air is to-day the great rival of elec­ 
tricity, and it is peculiarly adapted to 
transmission from a central power 
station, since it can be stored without 
loss and supplied to any point in vari­ 
able quantities, as desired, more eas­ 
ily than electricity. 


One direction in which there is 
likely to be a marked development is 
in the transmission of all kinds of ar­ 
ticles through ¡moumatic tubes by 
co n fe ssed air. 
Mail is already sent 
between the New York postoffice and 
some of its branches. 
At the trial of 
the part of the j^ostoffice system first 
installed, which took place a short 
time ago, a great variety of articles 
¡were sent a distance of nearly a mile 
and back, making the round trip in 
iour minutes. 
Among the articles 
sent through the tubes Avero a copy of 
the Bible, an American flag,, fruit, 
(bric-a-brae, a pair of shoos, a bottle of 
wine aud a live kitten. 


A glance into the near future shows 
that the one tendency to which atten­ 
tion has here ‘been called will bring 
about some remarkable changes iu the 
appearance of our big cities. 
The city 
of the future will be .much more quiet 
than the existing town, for the roar of 
¡overhead locomotives and the clatter 
of surface cars will give place to the 
noiseless progress of the compressed 
air or electric motor. 
It will be much 
cleaner, too. 
Horses will be banished 
from the street except whore used for 
pleasure driving, and heavy trucks as 
well as cabs will bo driven in the same 
way as the cars. 
Dust and ashes will 
not rouse the ire of every housekeeper, 
for electricity will have driven out the 
coal fire and ashes will be taken only 
from the few power generating sta­ 
tions. 


The streets will be less crowded, for 
many things now conveyed in wagons 
will be shot through pneumatic tubes 
to all parts of the city. 
Life will be 
easier, for every house will have heat 
and cold, light and power, pure air and 
ordinary drinks on tap. The only dan­ 
ger to civilization then will be that the 
inhabitants may get nervous prostra­ 
tion from the mental effort of remem- 
berin£ which particular button to

Tlio Passing of Spain. 


Spain’s mineral wealth is greater 
than that of almost any other European 
country; eighty per cent, of her soil is 
reckoned as productive, and her varied 
climate makes possible a great range 
of agricultural products. 
There has 
been no considerable war since the 
days of Napoleon to waste her re­ 
sources, and her geographical position 
has so protected her that she 
is been 
spared the great expenditure for fleets 
and standing armies which other Na­ 
tions have had to meet. 
But in spite 
of all this, says the Outlook, she is to­ 
day stricken, bankrupt and impotent, 
with debts which sho can never meet, 
w,ith tho highest rate of illiteracy in 
Europe excepting that of Portugal and 
the Italian islands (in 1889, the latest 
date for which figuros can be found, 
7J.5 per cent, could neither read nor 
write), and without even that hope for 
the future which a normally increasing 
population would give. 


From I860 to 1877 the annual in­ 
crease of population was one-third of 
one per cent,, aud in the next ten years 
it was one-half of one per cent, per 
annum. 
The rate for England for the 
period most nearly corresponding to 
tho tlast decade was 11.65. 
Russia 
alone, with her vast stretches of Arc­ 
tic steppes to bo taken into account, 
has a lower average density of popula­ 
tion than Spain. 
The latter has but 
eighty-eight inhabitants to the square 
mile; the average for England is 497, 
Tho Spanish fields to-day are vacant, 
the towns so strangely empty that they 
seem unreal.

A W O RTHLESS PRODUCT TO BE UTIL* 
IZED IN MORE THAN SIX T Y WAYS. 


Cellulose for A rm ored Vessels Is to l*e 
Turned Out in Vast Q u an tities-S o m e­ 
th in g of the Factory M eth o d s—Farmers* 
Kune Now in Grout D em and. 
When the pioneers of America, who 
bad successfully tusseled with the In­ 
dian and possessed themselves of his 
inheritance, tackled the Indian corn­ 
stalk, they retired battled and beaten, 
and from that time to the present the 
stalk ha* been monarch of tho field, 
at once the biggest nuisance and most 
worthless product of the farm. 
But a 
Moses has arisen to deliver the farmer 
from his thraldom. 
From a nuisauce 
in farm economy the stalk has become 
a valuable product; from a worthless 
waste it has attained to the dignity of 
§4 a ton rating, and now it is daily ar­ 
riving in great loads from all parts of 
Winnebago county, Illinois, and is be­ 
ing piled in immense stacks on the 
grounds of the Marsden Development 
company at Rockford. 


Already, says the Chicago Record, 
there are several thousand tons of tho 
stalks collected, and by the time the 
crop is all in there will be many times 
as many on hand. 
The past year was 
not a good one for stalk development, 
and the average crop does not exceed 
1000 pounds an acre, but normally 
nearly twice this amount would be 
realized. 
The vast piles of stalks will 
be turned into a marketable product 
before summer conies again, and the 
beginning of a great industry will have 
been fairly made in ^Illinois. 
If tho 
claims and hopes of the officials of the 
company are realized, the benefits of 
the Marsden patents to the world at 
large will be stupendous financially, 
and a great waste in agricultural econo­ 
my will be stopped. 
It is stated on 
good authority that the crop of corn­ 
stalks in the United States for ISO5 
reached the immense aggregate of 
160,000,000 tons, and this of a product 
unfit for food for man or beast. 


The processes of the Marsden com­ 
pany are many, but there are only two 
products that they are commercially 
operating with. 
Mr. Marsden has 
proved that 
over 
sixty different 
products may be made from stalks, 
among the leading minor possibilities 
being alcohol of a superior quality, 
shoe enamel which will not t rack, 
smokeless powder of a high degree of 
efficiency, paper much better than any 
now produced from wood pul}), an ef­ 
ficient material for use in electric in­ 
sulation, a material possessing in 
marked degree the property of non­ 
conduction of heat. 
But these thus far 
have been commercially overshadowed 
by the corn pith cellulose, and, as a 
by-product, an excellent cattle food. 


Although the p ro c e s s of the compa­ 
ny is secret and the agents of the con- 
cern will neither allow inspection of 
the plant nor indicate the methods em­ 
ployed, the general idea of the opera­ 
tion which converts the stiff fibre-cov­ 
ered pith into merchandise is quite 
simple. 
The stalk is ground very line 
and the resulting comminuted mixture 
of pith and fibre, the two differing 
greatly in specific gravity, is separated 
by the use of a strong air blast and 
the action of gravity, the heavy fibre 
lirst falling, while the pith is carried 
on by the blast to another receptacle. 
There is no waste product; the heavier 
part, the fibre which has composed 
the stock and blades, is put into sacks 
and goes as stock food, while the y i t h 
is sacked aud as corn cellulose goes to 
the Eastern market to aid in armoring 
battleships. 


The stalk yields pith and fibre in 
about equal quantities, but on the 
scales the tale is different, the pith 
not being more than 10 per cent, of 
the product. 
The sfock food is esti­ 
mated to be about equal to hay as a 
stock ration, and serves the same pur­ 
pose- -that of a base for feeding heavi­ 
er rations. 
It has not been put to a 
test on the farms, as it is not sold at 
all in the open market. 
The 
whisky 
trust appreciated the advantages of 
the food, and has contracted for the 
entire output of the present factories, 
using it in the cattle-feeding barns. 


The plans of the Marsden company, 
which has an authorized capital of 
$50,000,000, look to an immense en- , 
largement of the business and the 
spreading of their factories through i 
tho corn belt as fast as tho demand ! 
for the products grows. 
Every part 
of the cornstalk, other than the pith, 
is used in the food, as also the fibres 
which bintl tho pith itself in its natural 
state, but which are separated in the 
great grinder. 


The discovery of the possibility of 
utilizing the cornstalk 
was 
made 
through the use of cellulose in naval 
construction. 
It was found soon after 
the adoption of armored craft that they 
were more liable to dangerous leakb if 
the armor were once penetrated than a 
wooden vessel would be, being less 
buoyant. 
Writh the development of 
modern heavy ordnance of wonderful 
penetrative power tho question became 
a serious one. 
It was solved by 
French designers. 
The vulnerable 
area of the ship is not large, the most 
dangerous breaks being but little be­ 
low the water. 
The French plan pro­ 
vided for the construction of an arch­ 
ing false deck from a point a few feet 
below the water line to the deck, leav­ 
ing a space aboui thirty inches wide 


between this deck and the outer shell 
of armor, the side of the battleship. 
This space is densely packed with cel­ 
lulose, stowed by hydraulic pressure. 
In the French construction cocoanut 
fibre was used aud answered fairly 
the requirements. 
It remained for 
Mr, Marsden to apply tho despised 
pith of the cornstalk in place of tho 
more expensive cocoanut. 
At first it 
was claimed only that the new materi­ 
al would be an economy, but the tests 
mi>*de -by the government established 
a great superiority for tho American 
product.

CHAINED TO HIS BED. 


on 
F rig h tfu l F ate of C aptain D reyfus 


Devil*« Island . 


The immediate results of the recent 
campaign in France for a reopening 
of the trial of Captain Dreyfus, tho 
French officer sentenced to solitary 
confinement for life for selling military 
secrets to the Germans, have been an 
aggravation in tho situation of tho 
prisoner of Devil's Island. 
A 
cable 
dispatch has reported that ho is now 
chained to his bed as soon as night 
falls upon the dreaded rock off the 
Guiana coast. 
Moreover, the French 
government, which has already dis­ 
placed two chief wardens suspected of 
intentional carelessness, has increased 
by six men the number of the prisoner’s 
guardians, and transferred him to new 
quarters, in order to make his escape 
less easy than it might have been be­ 
fore. 


Dreyfus was sentenced just three 
years ago by a court martial to life 
imprisonment in a penal colony. 
It 
seems impossible to conceive, says 
the Petit Parisien, how he could have 
endured the physical and mental suff­ 
erings he has experienced. 
Day and 
night he is watched by two guardians, 
who are forbidden to exchange a sin­ 
gle word with him. 
He does not see 
anybody else, with the exception of 
infrequent visits of inspection made 
by the governor, the director of the 
penal establishments of Guiana, and 
the general attorney of Cayenne, the 
capital. 


During the first months after his 
landing on Devil’s Island Dreyfus oc­ 
cupied a miserable hut, completely 
isolated, but near and in view of the 
ocean. 
Afterward he was transferred 
further inside the islaud, and put in 
a small wooden building, divided into 
two parts, one for himself and the 
other for his guards. 
He had the use 
of a small inclosure, where he could 
fake some exercise and enjoy the view 
of the sea. 
But since the recent agi­ 
tation a wooden wall, two metres high 
has been erected all around the small 
space tif ground which served for a 
promenade. 


Sm allest City in th e 'World. 


John De Salme bears the unique 


distinction of being mayor of the 
smallest citv in the world. 
He is the 
t/ 
chief executive of Fenton, a beauti­ 
ful little hamlet on the picturesque 
Meramec river fifteen miles to the 
south and west of St. Louis. 


There are less than one hundred 
people in Fenton, yet it has been an 
incorporated city for more than twenty 
years. 
And during that time it has 
grown considerably. 
When it was 
first incorporated there were less than 
forty-five inhabitants in the place. 


It is the only city of its size, in all 
probability, in thr* world that is in­ 
corporated and has a mayor and a full 
quota of city officials. 


None of the city officials of this 
unique little place are paid salaries. 
Instead they receive certain fees for 
the 
performance of their specific 
duties. 
It has been a long time since 
any of them collected any money, and 
even the city marshal, who constitutes 
the entire police force of the city, has 
not made a cent out of his job for 
something like three years. 
No ar­ 
rests are made in Fenton, and it has 
been so long since the squire had a 
case that when the last magistrate 
died some years ago it 
Mas not 
thought worth while to elect his suc­ 
cessor. 


There is no politics in Fenton—at 
least, not in so far as municipal elec­ 
tions go. 
Aud, for that matter, there 
have been no elections for a decade. 


There never has been a defalcation 
in Fenton, 
Fred Wehmeyer was de­ 
tailed by the board of control to keej^ 
tho books of the corporation, and the 
public funds raised by taxation were 
expended by the mayor in person, by 
and with the consent of tho board, 
St. Louis Republican.

( "' ATLANTIC COAST STORM, '" 


So Serious D.amaero Reported From 


the ITenvy Winds. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 24.—Reports from 


various parts of eastern Pennsylvania 
and south Jersey indicate that a wine 
storm of more than ordinary velocity 
passed overt-hose sections yesterday, but 
no great damage resulted. The prin- 
cipal danmge consisted of the uproot- 
ing of trees and blowing down of tele- 
graph and telephone wires. In a few 
Instances houses were unroofed. Heavy 
winds prevailed along the coast, but 
up to a Jate hour no disasters to ship- 
ping were reported. In this city the 
wind reached a maximum velocity of 
41 miles an hour, but beyond damage to 
trees and signs there were no serious 
results. The tide in the Delaware river 
reached its highest in a year.

Spain. He asserted that the president's

The senate discussd aresoiu- 
tion of Senator Hoar regarding the re- 
duction in the number of letter carriers 
in the large cities. Senator Morgan coti- 
tlnued his Hawaiian speech in execu- 
tive sesFion.

Democrats in tho house, on a question 
of veractiy, Mr, Bailey openly declared 
that he had an understanding with tho

Reed positively declared that he had 
mad© no such agreement, though Mr. 
Bailey reiterated 
it, and

took up the Teller resolution author- 
izing the payment of government bonds 
in silver.

Democratic Loader Bailey was renewed, 
each reiterating his previous statement. 
The statements and counter statements 
were enthusiastically cheered by the re- 
spective sides. 
In the senate amend- 
ments to the Teller bond resolution were 
offered, one declaring if to be the duty 
of government to maintain the parity 
of gold and silver and tlie other de- 
claring for a gold standard until an in- 
ternational agreement can be secured. 


Monday of 
this week in the senate 
gave Senator Morgan another oppor- 
tunity X.O review the auestlon of Ha- 
waiian annexation. Despite a published 
denial of ex-President 
Cleveland, tlie 
senator made a long argument in sup- 
port of his previous declarations that 
the then president favored annexation.

There are a great many Avays of 
catching fish, but it is to the Chinepe, 
says tho Philadeljjhia Inquirer, that 
we must give the credit for the most 
peculiar scheme 
ever devinecl, 
Ou 
most of the rivers there is a great 
deal of fishing Avith live birds. 
That 
is, the birds do the fishing aud the 
OAvners of the birds reap the harA'est. 
At n;ost of the smaller sea coast toAvns 
also the fishing is carried ou by these 
birds, Avhich are called cormorants. 
While the seas about and abound China 
are supposed lo teem Avith fish, such 
is not the case, 
China is more than 
overcroAvded, and the natives are very 
fond of fish, dried or otherAvise. 
Nat- 
urally, the fish are becoming scarcer 
every year, and as a last resort the 
Chinaman has cutely taken the 
cor- 
morant into his confidence and em- 
ploy. 
While this mode of 
catching 
fish is not neAv to the Chinese, it is to 
Americans. 
As 
a 
matter of fact, 
the Chinese haA-e fished Avith these 
birds ever since anyone has knoAvu 
anything about China. 


The Chinese government taxes fish- 
ermen Avho use more than ten birds, 
but in spite of that the average oAvned 
by each fisherman runs up to twenty, 
and statistics gathered by the govern- 
ment, and Avhich have recently been 
made public, shoAv that there are 
u o a v 
no less than 42,000 men using them. 
The cormorant is very much like tho 
American fish hawk, and on an aver- 
age measures about five feet from tip 
to tii^ of the Avings, although the bird 
only Aveighs abutit seven or eight 
pounds. 
The birds are very carefully 
trained, being bred in captivity for 
the purpose of becoming fishers, and 
when about half grown are taken in 
the boats on fishing expeditions and 
allowed to Avatch the performances of 
:he other birds for several Aveeks. 
When first permitted to dive, they are 
secured by a light, strong cord fast- 
ened round the ankle to prevent es- 
cape, and a Avoodeu ring is tied round 
the neck to keep the greedy and hun- 
gry youngster from swalloAvingthe fi>]i 
he has caught. 
Both strii^- and vh\u: 
5oon become unnecessary, however, fo' 
:he bird quickly learns that it must not 
3at, and that it must return to the 
boat, aud Avheu these ideas are clearly 
.mjDressed on the cormorantiue brain, 
the Chinaman's assistant becomes ex- 
tremely valuable. 
The bird is an ex- 
pert diver, can remain under water 
several minutes at a time, and, being 
as quick as a fish in its movements, 
it seldom fails of success Avhen dis- 
patched on its errand. 


The 
fishers 
sit on a small perch 
provided for them in i'ne boat. 
On 
beginning business for the day, the 
hsherman kneels to the idol in the 
boAv of his boat, lights 
a joss stick, 
picks up the 
first 
bird, aud, Avith a* 


go doAvn in history. 
In years to come 
she Avill riA'al the one in Chicago that 
kicked over the kerosene lamp, 
or 
even the famous bull of the crockery 
store. 
Mount Pleasant feels a local 
pride in the animal, and it is jn-obable 
that some oiHcial recognition Avill be 
taken of her patriotic serA'ice. 
Jt has 
been suggested that a jolification meet- 
ing be held and souvenirs iu the sha])e 
of milk-shakes be presented to the 
guests.—Charleston (S, C.) KeAVS and 
Courier.

If a bii'd fails to procure a 
fish his master shouts at him a volley 
of Chinese oaths and signals for him 
to dive again, and if after a second 
eiibrt the bird is still unsuccessful, he 
is angrily pulled into the boat, round- 
ly cuffed for his failure, and throAvn 
doAvn in the bottom of thecraft in dis- 
grace. 
lioAvever, t^e birds are sel- 
dom unsuccessful, and, after a day's 
3atch has been made, the cormorants 
are permitted to lish for themselves. 
They are not, however, alloAved to eat 
in their o a v u Avay Avhat they catch ; 
to do so Avould undo the careful AVork 
of training. 
The fish are taken from 
them, laid ou a board and chopped to 
pieces, 
Avhile the 
eager, 
feathered 
gluttons Avatch the operation 
Avith 
»'littering eyes. 
The board is ¡massed 
along in front of the perch, Avhile the 
fishers help themselves, each gobbling 
what he can capture.

T^^bich all of the printed matter may be 
remoTod from the card, leaving it in 
the same condition as when bought at 
the ix)stoiHce.

The man who does the 
work.charges $2.50 for his services, 
and the customer saves $2.50, as the 
printed cards were of no use to him.

The first public test of tlio suhmavino 
boat built after tho plaus of Edward 
Lake of Baltimore, and Ovspecially de- 
sigued to explore the bottoms of water 
areas in search of sunken treasure, 
was given recently, and it proved suc- 
cessful. 
The place chosen for the ex- 
periment in Baltimore is known 
as 
Spring Garden. 
The course taken by 
the craft covered about a mile and a 
half. 
The water varied in depth from 
' six to thirty feet. 
Under all condi- 
tions, whether completely submerged 
I -with the deck awash, running over 
hard bottom 
or 
plowing 
through 
deep mud, says the New York Trib- 
une, the vessel behaved to the entire 
satisfaction of the designer. 


The boat, which has been 
named 
the Argonaut, has a round hull and is 
pointed at both ends. 
The sides are 
pierced by cii'cular lights. At the rear 
a propeller is attached, and at the 
nose is a powerful roilector. The hull 
rests on a carriage provided with spur 
wheels which enable it to move along 
the bottom. 
The upper part is a plat- 
form broken hy a circular 
conning 
tower, with an opening for a tele- 
sco])c smokestack. 


The motive power is gasoline for 
sailing on the M'ater, and compressed 
air when the vessel is submerged. 
There are four ways of maintaining 
the air supply. During surface steam- 
ing it is almitted through a door; 
down to a depth of fifty feet one of 
two hollow masts serves as an injec- 
tion tube, and the other ns an escape 
l^ipe ; then rubber hose is employed 
until a depth of 100 feet is reached ; 
below this distance all apertures are 
closed and compresf^ed air is I'olied 
upon. 
This will suable the vessel to 
remain under water for a whole dav. 
with air coming through the mast or 
hose. 
A sojourn of three days on the 
bottom is deemed practicable. 


When everything was in readiness 
and the more venturesome visitors 
had allowed themselves to be shut up 
in the iuclosure, the Argonaut was 
first propelled ou the surface in vari- 
ous directions, 
and then was ]mt 
through her i)aces Avith her conning 
tower just out of the Avater. Next she 
.was sunk to th« bottom and again

more than 100 years included in the 
mortality report of Bulgaria. 
In the 
miniite kingdom of Servia there -were, 
according to the census of 1892, 200 
persons between 100 and 115 yeai's of 
age; 153 between 
115 and 125 years; 
18 between 125 and 135, and three be- 
tween 125 and 1-10. 


The question, who is the oldest per- 
son in the world? has often been 
asked, and every now and then some 
claim in that res])ect is set up in favor 
of some individual of uncertain age. 
A few years ago a report went through 
the continental press of Europe saying 
that a man had been found who'had 
reached the ripe old age of 160 years. 
However, no proofs were given for 
that assertitm. 
According to tho re- 
searches of the (ierman statistician, 
the oldest person in the world whoso 
age has been proved beyond a doubt, 
is Bruny Cotrim, a negro who was 
born in Africa 150 years ago and now 
lives in Rio de Janeiro.

to his authentically established record.

A German statistimn Avliohas made 
/ougevity statistics tho sjiecial subject 
of carelul researches recently pub- 
lished the result of his investigatious 
in an interesting article, says the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune, 
On ac- 
count of the difficulty of obtaining full 
data in regard to the conditions sur- 
rounding each case of longevit}' on re- 
cord the deductions as to the causes 
favorable or unfavorable to longevity 
are hypothetical. 
The figures ob- 
tained by the statistician seem to indi- 
cate, 
however, 
that climate and the 
degree of civilization are among the 
most important factors 
inlluencing 
longevity. 
More people of over lüü 
years are found in the mild zone of 
southern Europe than in the higher 
latitudes, with their long and severe 
winters. 
In countries with a highly 
developed civilization 
comparatively 
fewer cases of longevity arefuund than 
in more primitive countries. 
The 
statistics also show that in agricultural 
countries the percentage of peoi)le 
over 100 years old is greater than in 
countries princiiJally devoted to in- 
dustries. 


According to the last census the 
German empire has a poi^ulation of 
about 50,000,000, 
Among them there 
are only 78 who have passed the 
huúdredth year. 
France,with a popu- 
lation of barely ¡$40,000,000, can boast 
of 213 persons who have celebrated 
their centennial in good health. 
The 
ilgures in regard to Great Britain are 
very interestiug and significant. 
Of 
persons who have jmbsed the century 
mark there are in England 14:6, in Ire- 
land 578, and in^ Scotland only 46.

H e was also charged with the more 
serious offense of sending obscene mat- 
ter through the mails, the letter being 
alleged to be obscene, and was held un- 
der ^500 bail for trial at the

Stales court.

In a piiper read by Major Henry S, 
Kilbourne, 
surgeon. 
United 
States 
armj-, before the Association of Mili- 
tary Surgeons of the United States, he 
advocated the theory that the phj'-sical 
power of a race or people, and conse- 
quently their cai)acity for work, is 
measured by their average stature. 
For every inch of height between iive 
and six feet the extreme breathing ca- 
pacity is increased eight cubic inches; 
tho vital capacity being at its maxi- 
mum at thirty-hve years. 
A table of 
measurements of 191), 
G21 native white 
Americans, acceptcd for the military 
service of the United States, shows 
that the number of men below sixty- 
three inches in height is but littlo 
greater than that of the class above 
seveaty-three inches. 
The most num- 
erous class is included between sixty- 
seven and sixt^'-nine inches, and this 
standard class would havo a greater 
cbest girth than the average. 


The mean height of 125 United 
States naval cadets above the age of 
twenty-three years was 67.80 inches. 
As these men are drawn from all j^arts 
and classes of the United States, they 
represent very nearly the typical phys- 
ical development of the American peo- 
ple of twenty-iive years of age. 


Major Kilbourne concludes that the 
commingling strains of Celtic, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
our people have thus far worked no 
deterioration of physical quality. ' *Not 
so with the sM'arthy, low-browed and 
stnnted peo])la now swarming to our 
shores.

H o w Old Is the Karlh? 


"In an address made at the annual 
meeting of the Victoria Institute, in 
London," says the En;?ineeriug and 
Mining Journal, ''Lord Kelvin esti- 
mated the ap.'e of the earth, since it 
was sufficiently cooled to become the 
abode of jdants and animals, to be 
about 20,000,000 years, within limits 
Df error perhaj-s ranging between 15,- 
000,000 and 30,000,000 years. 
This 
estimate, nearly agreeing with another 
by Clarence King from similar physi- 
cal data, has generally been regarded 
by geologists, says Warren Upham, in 
the American Geologist for October, 
1897, as too short for the process of 
sedimentation and erosion, and for tho 
avolutiou of Horas and faunas, of which 
the earth's strata bear record. 
More 
probably, as ratios and computations 
by Liana, Wolcott and other geologists 
somewhat harmoniously indicate, the 
duration of time since the beginning 
Df life on the earth has been some 
three to live times longer than Kelvin's 
estimate, or from 60,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 years. 
The larger figures im- 
ply for the dawn of life, to the devel- 
opment of the Cambrian and Silurian 
faunas, probably 50,000.000 
years; 
thence to the end of Palezoic time, 
perhaps 
30,000,000 
years; onward 
through Mesozoio time, about 15,000,- 
900 years; and, through tho Tertiary 
era, about 5,000,000. 
The compara- 
tively very short Quarterrary era, hav- 
ing, in its organic evolution, as shown 
by the marine mollusca, no higher 
ratio to Tertiary time than 1.50, may, 
therefore, have occui^ied only about 
100,000 years."

J Kt Is I'rojiosoa to Supply Pcoplo In New 
Vovk "With Cold A!v Vroni a Central 
i'lmjt—ThoPluci) Tlmt Kloctvicity Will 
Pill hi ilauiDS^oUdo of Compressed Air. 
The moat recent clnvelopmeufc iu 
the tlirecfciou of oontralizetl energy is 
put forward by a great froesiiig and 
warehousiug company iu New York 
City, 
This concern proposes, iu con- 
nection with its colil sfcorago ware- 
house, to i^ump refrigeration to it 
piincipal cuatomera in different part 
of the city, including the groat mar- 
kets and produce houaea. 
To the 
person 
unfamiliar with 
the 
recent 
development in this line of business it 
.would seem a difficult matter to trans- 
mit cold over long distances iu suffi- 
cient quantities to reduce the temper- 
ature of great vaults and packing 
rooms 
to fifteen or twenty degree 
below zero. 
As a matter of fact, the 
company anticipates little difficulty in 
putting ita system into operation. 


The ammonia system will be used, 
and the fluid will be forced by hy- 
draulic pumps from the condensing 
tanks through conduits to the places 
where it ia to be used. 
These con- 
duits will be laid under groixnd, and 
iu general will be constructed like 
ordinary water mains, except that the 
outside will bo surrounded by a cork 
jacketing, which will be coated over 
with a tar-like jDreparation to prevent 
a ''leakage of cold." 
It in intended 
at first to supply only concerns re- 
quiring a large amount of refrigera- 
tion, but there is no reason why the 
same system should uot in time be 
extended 
to 
dwellings 
and 
other 
buildings, so that every house may 
presently have its "zero** room. 
The 
transmission of cold storage has al- 
ready been tried in St. Louis between 
main and branch warehouses, so there 
seems to be no reason why the present 
more extensive undertaking should 
not succeed. 


Electricity is beginning to work a 
great change in domestic economy by 
entering the domain of the kitchen. 
The house of the future will have no 
fires in it, and the kitchen range will 
lose its terrors. 
Electricity will Iceep 
the oven at any desired teuiperature; 
will broil the beefsteak and heat the 
water. 
In 
the laundry it will be 
hitched 
to 
the liatirons, and will 
smooth 
the 
bosom of the 
Sunday 
shirt. 
Cooking and washing will be 
done by pressing a series of buttons, 
and the housemaid can read her novel 
undisturbed while the electric cook 
stove does its work. 


All kinds of motor power, steam 
and compressed air are now distrib- 
buted in pipes. 
Indeed, in cities like 
Nev/- York there are few factories 
which have their own power plants, 
for it is found to be cheaper and rath- 
er more convenient to lease power of 
the various companies which maKe a 
business of sux^plying it. 
A New 
York company, for example, sends out 
17,000 horse power from its main sta- 
tion in the lower part of the city. 
This is distributed through iron con- 
duits, 
copper-jacketed at all joints, 
with very little loss in jjowor or effi- 
ciency. 


It is recognized 
that compressed 
air is to-day the great rival of elec- 
tricity, and it is jjeculiarly adapted to 
transmission from a central jjower 
station, since it can be stored without 
loss and supplied to any ¡joint iu vari- 
able quantities, as desired, more eas- 
ily than electricity. 


One direction in M'hich there is 
likely to be a marked development is 
in the transmission of all kinds of ar- 
ticles through 
i^neumatic tubes by 
compressed air. 
Mail is already sent 
between the New York j^ostoffice and 
some of its branches. 
At the trial of 
the part of the postoffice system first 
installed, which took place a short 
time ago, a great variety of articles 
iwere sent a distance of nearly a mile 
and back, making the round trip in 
iour 
minutes. 
Among the 
articles 
sent through the tubes were a Gopy of 
the Bible, an American flag,, fruit, 
,bric-a-brac, a pair of shoos, a bottle of 
Avine aud a live kitten, 


A glance ijito the near future sliows 
that the one tendency to which atten- 
tion has here ;been called will bring 
about some remarkable changes in the 
appearance of our big cities. 
The city 
of the future will be .much more quiet 
than the existing town, for the roar of 
|:>vorhsad locomotives and the clatter 
of surface cars will give i^lace to the 
noiseless progressif the compressed 
air or electric motor. 
It will be much 
cleaner, too. 
Horses will bo banished 
from tlie street except whore used for 
pleasure driving, aud heavy trucks as 
well as cabs will be driven in the same 
way as the cars. 
Dust and ashes will 
not rouse the ire of every housekeeper, 
for electricity will have driven out the 
coal fire aud ashes will be taken only 
from the few power generating 
sta- 
tions. 


The streets will be less crowded, for 
many things now convoyed in wagons 
will be shot through pneumatic tubes 
to all parts of the city. 
Life will be 
easier, for every house will have heal 
and cold, light and jjower, pure air and 
ordinary drinks on tap. The only dan- 
ger to civilization then will be that the 
inhabitants may get nervous prostra- 
tion from the mental effort of remem- 
byrinjï which particular

Tho PiissiiiE: of Spain. 


Spain's miupral wealth is greater 
than that of alinostany other European 
country; eighty pev cent, of her soil is 
reckoned as productive, and her varied 
climate makes possible a great range 
of agi'icultural products. 
There has 
been no considerable war since the 
days of Napoleon to waste her 
re- 
sources, and her geographical position 
has so protected her that she 
is been 
spared tho great expenditure for fleets 
and standing armies which other Na- 
tions have had to meet. 
But iu spite 
of all this, say.s the Outlook, she is to- 
day stricken, bankrupt and impotent, 
with debts which .she can never meet, 
with tho highest rate of illiteracy in 
Europe excei^ting that of Portugal and 
the Italian islands (in 1889, the latest 
date for which figures can be found, 
7J.5 per cent, could neither read nor 
write), and without even that hope for 
the future which a normally increasing 
population would give. 


E r o m i s e o t o 1877 the annual 
in- 
crease of population was one-third of 
one per cent., and in the next ten years 
it was ODo-half of one per cent, per 
annum. 
The rate for England for the 
period most nearly corresponding to 
tho Jast decade was 11.65, 
Russia 
alone, with her vast stretches of Arc- 
tic steppes to be taken into 
account, 
has a lower average density of popula- 
tion than Spain, 
The latter has but 
eighty-eight inhabitants to the square 
mile; tho average for England is 497, 
Tho Spanish fields to-day are vacant, 
tho towns so strangely empty that they 
seem unreal.

"When the pioneers of America, M-ho 
bad successfully tusseled with the In- 
dian and possessed themselves of his 
inhoi'itanoe, tackled tho Indian oorn- 
staik, thpy retired bailied and beaten, 
and from that time to the present the 
stalk ha i bt»eu monarch of tho iiold, 
at once the biggest nnisauce aud most 
worthiess product oí' the farm. 
But a 
Moses has arisen to deliver the fanner 
from his thraldom. 
From a nuisance 
in farm economy the atalk has become 
a vahiable product; from a 
worthless 
waste it has attained to the dignity of 
S4: a ton rating, and now it is daily ar- 
riving in great loads from all parts of 
Winnebago county, Illinois, and is be- 
ing piled in inimoose stacks on the 
grounds of the Marsden Development 
company at Kockford, 


Already, says the Chicago Record, 
there are several thousand tons uf the 
stalks collected, and by the time the 
crop is all in there will be many times 
as many on hand. 
Tho past year Avas 
not a good one for stalk development, 
and the average croj^ does not exceed 
lüüo pounds an acre, 
but 
normally 
nearly twice this amount would be 
realized. 
The vast piles of stalks will 
be turned into a marketable in-oduct 
before summer conies again, 
and the 
beginning of a great industry will have 
l)een fairly made in "^Illinois. 
If the 
claims and hojees of the oJIicials of the 
company are realized, the benelits of 
the Marsden patents to the world at 
large will be stupendous íinauíMally, 
and agreat waste in agricultural econo- 
my will be stopped. 
It is stated on 
good authority that the crop of corn- 
stalks in the United States for IS'Jo 
reached the immense 
aggregate of 
ltíÜ,OÜÜ,OUU tons, and this of a product 
unlit for food for nnin or beast. 


The processes of the Marsden com- 
pany are many, but there are only two 
products that they are commeri'ially 
operating with, 
Mr. 
Marsden 
has 
proved 
that 
over 
sixty 
dilTerent 
products nia^" be made from stnlks, 
among the leading minor pussil>ilities 
being alcohol of a su))Prior quality, 
shoe enamel 
which will not 
crack, 
smokeless powder of a high degree of 
elHciency, paper much better than any 
now produced from wood pulj), an ef- 
ñcieut material for use iu electric in- 
sulation, 
a material possessing 
in 
marked degree the proi)erty of non- 
conduction of heat. 
But these thus far 
have been commercially oversjladowed 
by the corn pith cellulose, and, as a 
by-product, an excellent cattle food. 


Although the process of the comi-a- 
nv is secret and the agents of the con- 
cern will neither allow inspcctioii of 
the plant nor indicate the methods em- 
ployed, the general idea of the opera- 
tion which converts the .still'libre-cov- 
ored pith 
into merchandise is quite 
3imi)le. 
The stalk is ground very line 
and the resulting oomminutod mixture 
of pith 
and libre, the 
two cliirering 
greatly in siJeciiic gravity, is separated 
by the use of a strong air blast and 
the action of gravity, the heavy fibre 
lirst falling, while the pith is carried 
on by the blast to another receptacle. 
There is no waste product; the heavier 
part, the tibro which has composed 
the stock and blades, is put into satks 
and goes as stock food, -while the ].ith 
is sacked and as corn cellulose goes to 
the Eastern nnirket to aid in armoring 
batlleshi]is. 


Tlie stalk yields pith 
and fibre in 
about equal 
quantities, but 
on 
the 
scales the tale is dillerent, the pith 
uot being more than 
lü per cent, of 
the product. 
The s):ock food is esti- 
mated to be about e]ual 
to hay as a 
stock ration, and serves the saiue pur- 
pose--thut of a base for feeding heavi- 
er rations. 
It has not been put 
to a 
tost on the farms, as it is not sold at 
all in the open luarket. 
The 
whisky 
trust 
appreciated 
the advantages of 
the food, and has contracted for the 
entire output of the present factories, 
using it in the cattlo-feeding barns. 


The plans of the Marsden company, 
which has an authorized 
capital of 
güÜ,UUÜ,UÜO, look to an immense en- 
largement of the business and the 
wpreading of their factories through 
tlie corn belt as fust as tho 
demand 
for the products grows. 
Every 
i:art 
of the cornstalk, other than the pith, 
is used in the food, as also the libres 
which biui^ the pith itself iu its natural 
state, but which are soi^arated in the 
groat grinder. 


The discovery of the possibility of 
utilizing the cornstalk 
was 
made 
through the use of cellulose in naval 
construction. 
It was found soon after 
the adoi^tion of armored craft tliat they 
were more liable to dangei-ons leakt> if 
the armor were once penetiated tlian a 
wooden vessel would be, being less 
buoj'ant. 
With 
the development of 
modern heavy ordnance of wonderful 
penetrative power tho question became 
a serious one. 
It 
was solved 
by 
French 
designers. 
The vulnerable 
area of the ship is not large, the most 
dangerous breaks being but little be- 
low the water. 
The i'reiich plan pro- 
vided for the construction of an arch- 
ing false deck from a point a few feet 
below the water line to the deck, leav- 
ing a space abou¿ thirty inches wide 


between this dcck and the outer shell 
of armor, the side of the battleship. 
This space is densely packed with cel- 
lulose, stowed by hydraulic pressure. 
In the French construction cocoanut 
fibre was used and answered 
fairly 
the re:]uiroments. 
It remained for 
Mr, Marsden to apply the despised 
pith of the cornstalk in i)lace of tho 
more oxponsive cocoanut. 
At first it 
was claimed only that the new materi- 
al would be an oconomy, but tho teats 
niJ>-do by the government established 
a gi'eat superiority for tho 
Amoricau 
in'odiict. 


CHAINED TO HIS BED.

Vixti^ of Oaplaiu Dreyfus 


Dovirft ISIhihI, 


The immediate results of tho recent 
campaign in France for a 
reopening 
of the trial of Captain 
Dreyfus, 
tho 
French officer sentenced 
to 
solitary 
confinement for life for selling military 
secrets to the Clermans, have been an 
aggravation in tho situation 
of 
tho 
prisoner of DeviPs Island. 
A cable 
dispatch has reported that he is 
now 
chained to his bed as soon 
as night 
falls upon the dreaded 
rock 
oft' the 
(luiana coast. 
M'tn'eover, the French 
government, which has 
already 
dis- 
]daced two chief wardens suspected of 
intentional carelessness, has increased 
by six men the number of the prisoner's 
guardians, and transferred him to now 
(pmrters, in order to make his esca]io 
less easy than it might have been be- 
fore. 


Dreyfus was sentenced just 
three 
years ago by a court martial to lifo 
imprisonment in a penal colony. 
It 
seems imp(»ssible to conceive, 
says 
the Petit Parisien, how he could havo 
endured the physical and mental suiV- 
erings he has experienced. 
Day 
and 
night he is watchod by two guardians, 
who are forbidden to exchange a sin- 
gle word with him. 
He does not see 
anybody else, with the 
exception 
of 
infreipient visits of inspection 
made 
by the governor, the director 
of 
the 
jjenal establishments of 
(luiana, and 
the general attorney of Cayenne, the 
capital. 


During the first months after his 
landing on Devil's Island Dreyfus oc- 
cupied a miserable 
hut, 
completely 
isolated, but near and in view of 
the 
ocean. 
Afterward he Avas transferred 
further inside the island, and i)ut 
in 
a small wooden building, divided into 
two ¡jarts, one for himself 
and 
tho 
other for his guards. 
He had the use 
of a small inclosure, where he 
could 
take some exercise and enjoy the view 
oi" the sea. 
J^ut since the recent agi- 
tation a wooden wall, t-wo metres high 
has been erected all around the small 
s])ace of ground which served for a 
promenade,

the unique 
distinction of 
being mayor

smallest citv in the world. 
He is the 
I' 


chief executive of Fenton, a beauti- 
ful little hamlet 
on the picturesque 
Meramec river fifteen miles to the 
south and west of St. Louis. 


There are less than 
one hundred 
])pople in Fenton, yet it has been an 
incorporated city for more than twenty 
years. 
And during that lime it has 
grown considerably. 
When it was 
first incorporated there were less than 
forty-five inhabitants in the place. 


It is the only city of its size, in all 
probal)ility, in th-^ Avorld that is in- 
corporated and has a mayor and a full 
quota of city oliicials. 


None of the city oincials of 
this 
uni(]ue little place are paid salaries. 
Instead they receive certain fees for 
the 
performance of 
tbeir 
specific 
duties. 
It has been a long time since 
any of them collected any money, and 
even the city marshal, who constitutes 
the entire police force of the city, has 
not nui'lo a cent out of his job for 
something like three years. 
No ar- 
rests are made in Fenton, and it has 
been so long since the squire had a 
case that when the last magistrate 
died some years ago it 
m as 
not 
tliijughi worth while to elect his suc- 
cessor. 


There is no politics in Fenton -at 
least, not in so far as municipal elec- 
tions go. 
And, for that matter, there 
have been no elections for a decade. 


There never has been a defalcation 
in Fenton, 
Freil Wehmeyer was de- 
tailed by the board of control to keep 
tho books of the cor].oration, and the 
public funds raised by taxation were 
expended by the mayor iu person, by 
and with tho consent of tho board, 
ISt. Louis Ilepnblican,
